To  the  Chairman  and  Coimcillors  of  the  Havant  and 
Waterloo  Uroan  District  Coimcil. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  G-entlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  tenth 
Annual  Report  on  the  health  and  sanitary  conditions 
of  the  Urban  District. 

It  will  contain  all  the  facts  and  figures 
as  required  by  the  Minister  of  Health  but  I shall 
also  endeavour  to  present,  in  part,  a general  review 
of  the  last  ten  years. 

The  population  of  the  Urban  District  in  1950 
was  31,730  and  in  mid  June  I96O  was  71,130,  and  at  the 
time  of  writing  it  is  in  the  neighbourhood  of  75,000. 
This  district  has  grown  as  fast  as,  if  not  faster  than, 
any  other  Urban  District  in  the  Country. 

The  live  birth  rate  in  I960  was  19*8  (actual 
number  of  births  1,642)  compared  with  1950  when  the 


birth  rate  was  16.07  (actual  number  of  births  510). 

IIo  ca.se  of  Diphtheria  has  been  notified 
in  the  Urban  district  during  the  last  decade. 

No  case  of  Smallpox  has  occurred  in  the 
district  during  the  last  ten  years,  although  during 
this  time,  on  a number  of  occasions,  persons  who 
having  been  in  contact  with  Smallpox  have  come  into 
the  district  and  all  the  necessary  precautionary 
measures  have  had  to  be  taken.  If  this  freedom 
from  these  two  severe  diseases  is  to  continue  it 
is  of  the  utmost  importance  that  mothers  should 
continue  having  their  infants  and  young  children 
immunised  against  Diphtheria  and  that  infants,  child- 
ren and  adults  should  continue  to  be  vaccinated  or 
re-vaccinated  against  Smallpox. 

There  v/ere  no  confirmed  cases  of  Poliomye- 
litis notified  during  1960," 

In  I960  there  were  116  deaths  due  to 
Coronary  Artery  Disease,  In  1950  there  were  54,  but 
as  the  population  has  more  than  doubled  in  that  time 
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there  has  heen  no  significant  increase 


In  1950 nine  persons  (7  males  and  2 females) 
died  from  Cancer  of  the  Lung.  In  1959  - twenty-tv/o. 

In  I960  twenty-five  died  from  this  disease  (23  males 
and  2 females).  Allowing  for  the  population  increase 
there  has  been  a small  but  significant  rise. 

One  can  reasonably  say  that  in  both  I960 
and  the  nine  years  preceeding,  the  district  on  the 
whole  has  shown  a lov;  incidence  of  infectious  and 
other  diseases,  is  untroubled  by  atmospheric  pollu- 
tion, has  a pure  and  w^holesome  water  supply,  a good 
and  equable  climate,  and  so  continues  to  be  a most 
healthy  area  in  which  to  live. 

A very  rapid  growth  of  the  district  has 
brought  many  problems  in  its  wake  and  has  necessi- 
tated much  forward  planning,  especially  in  relation 
to  the  Delegation  from  the  County  Council  of  Health 
and  Welfare  functions  which  comes  into  operation  on 
the  1st  April,  1961. 

I feel  that  the  ensuing  ten  years  will 


provide  on  even  greater  challenge  than  the  last  decade* 
Infectious  Diseases  and  Tuberculosis  in  the  main  have 
been  conquered,  mental  disease  and  Diseases  of  the 
Heart  (mainly  coronary  artery  disease)  are  two  of  the 
disee.ses  which  will  be  our  challenge  in  the  future. 
Delegation  from  the  County  Council  of  such  services  as 
Mental  Health,  Midwifery,  Health  Visiting,  Nurseries 
and  Child  Minders,  Home  Help  Service,  Training  Centres 
etc  will  necessitate  close  liaison  with  all  general 
practitioners  in  the  district,  likewise,  a close 
liaison  should  also  be  obtained  with  the  hospitals  in 
the  Urban  District  end  the  general  hospitals  in  the 
neighbouring  areas  which  serve  this  district.  In  this 
respect  the  latter  is  not  made  easy  because  unfortun- 
ately your  Medical  Officer  is  not  represented  on  any 
hospital  committee  or  board. 

Much  voluntary  work  has  been  done  in  the 
area  and  the  district  owes  a debt  of  gratitude  to 
the  many  organisations  and  people  who  have  given  their 
time  and  service.  Foremost  amongst  these  are  the 
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St.  Johns  Ambulance  Brigade,  British  Bed  Cross,  Old 
Peoples  Welfare  Committees | likewise  the  voluntary 
committees  attached  to  the  Rachel  Madock  Training 
Centre,  also  the  Havant  Rotary  Club  and  the  Havant 
and  Emsworth  Round  Table, 

The  future  of  our  nation’s  well-being 
largely  depends  on  the  mental  and  physical  health 
of  its  citizens.  Our  aim,  therefore,  at  all  times 
must  be  to  promote  a soiuid  mind  in  a healthy  body.

HAVANT  CHEST  CLINIC. 

The  follov/ing  information  has  been  supplied 
to  me  by  Dr.  J.P.  Sharp,  Chest  Physician,  Queen 
Alexandra  Hospital,  Cosham. 

"The  number  of  tuberculous  cases  at  31st 
December  I960  totalled  725  compared  with  731  at 
the  beginning  of  the  year.  Of  these  numbers 
679  are  respiratory  patients. 

New  notifications  during  the  year  totalled 
48  and  the  number  of  transfers  into  the  area 
v/ere  49. 

Again  as  in  recent  years  the  majority  of 
cases  of  tuberculosis  has  been  among  men  past 
middle  age . 

The  policy  now  is  to  follow  up  the  contacts 
of  all  thirteen  year  old  children  who  are  found 
at  school  to  have  a positive  Heaf  test.  As  a 
result  two  active  sputum  positive  cases  which 
were  previously  unsuspected  have  come  to  light".

During  the  year  the  work  of  the  Home  Help 
Ser\^ice  has  greatly  increased  and  a total  of 
316  cases  have  been  helped c Once  again  the 
number  of  maternity  cases  has  risen  as  more 
mothers  are  having  home  confinements  and  the 
number  of  aged  sick  and  infirm  needing  attention 
in  their  owa  homes  has  increased. 

The  Service  is  attracting  those  v;ho  are  keen  to 
assist  persons  who  because  of  illness  or 
infirmity  are  unable  to  cope  with  their  own  homes. 
Ho  special  training  has  yet  been  given  to  Home 
Helps,  but  any  step  in  this  direction  would  be 
appreciated  by  them  and  by  the  Organiser.

MOVEABLE  DV/E-LLIHGS  AHD  HOLIDAY  CAMPS. 


This  year  saw  the  coming  into  force  of  the 
Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act  I960, 
hailed  by  some  as  the  ’’Caravanner’s  Charter”  and 
feared  by  others.  The  outcome  no  doubt  will  be 
somewhere  between  these  extremes  for  as  the  Minister 
of  Housing  and  Local  Government  said  v^rhen 
introducing  the  Bill,  "the  modern  caravan  has  come 
to  stay".  The  new  Act  now  makes  it  necessary  for 
the  applicant  to  have  a Site  Licence  and  planning 
permission  under  the  same  Act  so  there  is  now  no 
need  for  confusion  in  the  minds  of  the  public. 
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Two  surveys  of  sites  and  an  aerial  survey 
were  carried  out  to  identify  existing  sites  on 
the  prescribed  days. 

The  Deputy  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector 
with  representa-tives  from  other  district,  a 
plann.ing  officer  and  tv/o  site  omiers  considered 
the  Model  Standards  for  conditions  to  be 
attached  to  licences  with  a view  to  getting  an 
equable  application  of  them  in  the  Counties  of 
Hampshire  and  the  Isle  of  Wight*  Their  final 
recommendations  had  not  been  formulated  by  the 
end  of  the  year. 

Up  to  the  51st  December  I960  191  applications 
had  been  received  to  accommodate  1757  caravans. 

During  the  year  some  improvements  were 
carried  out  on  existing  sites  and  on  two  sites 
a start  v/as  made  to  put  down  hard  standings  for 
the  caravans. 

The  Holiday  Camps  continue  to  grow  in  size 
and  scope  of  entertainment  for  the  holidaymakers. 
As  these  holiday  centres  become  more  and  more 
used  by  parents  with  young  children  the  nursery 
and  children  facilities  improve  and  increase. 

The  samples  of  swimming  bath  water  taken 
from  each  of  the  camps  have  maintained  a high 
and  consistent  standard  throughout  the  season. 

RODENT  CONTROL. 

The  size  of  the  rat  population  depends 
mainly  on  the  food  supply,  rats  will  live  and 
feed  in  a dump,  heap  or  a refuse  tip,  but  this 
does  not  mean  they  are  scavengers.  If  given 
the  opportunity  they  v/ill  live  on  the  best  of 
food  thereby  depriving  man  of  food  he  can 
ill-afford  to  lose. 

The  estimated  rat  population  in  this 
country  runs  into  many  millions.  It  will, 
therefore,  be  readily  seen  the  amount  of  food 
that  is  eaten  and  spoiled  by  rats  and  mice 
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during  the  course  of  a year  is  enormous.  In 
addition  to  waste  of  food,  rats  and  mice  cause 
considerable  damage  to  buildings,  by  gnav;ing 
through  wood  and  lead  pipes  etc.,  and  also 
undermining  foundations  by  burrowing.  Rats 
and  mice  are  equipped  with  two  sets  of  incisor 
teeth  which  are  growing  continuously  and  they 
have  to  gnaw  on  a hard  substance  to  keep  the 
teeth  to  a reasonable  length'. 

As  v/ell  as  these  economic  considerations, 
one  must  not  forget  that  rats  can  and  do  spread 
dirt  and  disease,  and  therefore  continuous  war 
must  be  waged  against  these  vermin. 

The  Public  Health  Department  is  doing  its 
best  in  this  direction,  but  without  the  co- 
operation of  the  general  public  we  cannot  hope 
to  keep  our  district  clear  of  these  vermin.

MOSQUITO  CONTROL. 

The  existing  staff  has  continued  with  the 
routine  measures  for  extermination  of  Mosquitoes 
in  the  Portsmouth,  Havant  and  Hayling  Island 
areas,  and  a report  on  its  work  is  as  follows :- 

During  the  early  part  of  the  year  work  was 
confined  to  drainage,  this  being  a very  important 
part  of  the  control  measures  taken  to  prevent 
the  unwanted  hordes  of  mosquitoes  which  would 
otherwise  appear.  The  drainage  work  carried 
out  during  the  close  season  proved  very 
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......  successful  and  with  the  help  of  a 

reasonably  dry  spring  the  numbers  of  larvae 
found  v/ere  small  and  v/ere  .easily  dealt  with  by 
spraying. 

There  were  exceptions  such  as  Hayling  Golf 
Course,  where  large  numbers  of  larvae  were 
found  and  destroyed.  This  outbreak  was  due 
to  tidal  water  flooding  a low  area  which  could 
not  be  drained  after  flooding. 

A survey  of  the  Binness  Islands  was  made 
during  April  to  ascertain  to  what  extent 
breeding  was  taking  place.  Larvae  were 
found  breeding  in  a number  of  places  and  these 
were  destroyed.  Subsequent  visits  were  made 
to  carry  out  drainage  of  areas  previously 
found  infested. 

The  presence  of  Rusticus  and  Cantans,  the 
woodland  species,  was  almost  non-existent  owing 
to  a system  of  drainage  channels  having  been 
cut  in  Tournerbury  Woods.  These  channels  will 
be  maintained  in  future. 

Conditions  deteriorated  during  July,  rains 
and  high  tides  combined  to  produce  much  flooding 
in  the  breeding  areas  and  breeding  on  a large 
scale  commenced.  These  conditions  remained  for 
the  rest  of  the  season  and  all  our  resources  were 
stretched  to  the  limit  coping  v/ith  successive 
broods  of  larvae  as  they  hatched  out. 

Complaints  of  mosquito  nuisance,  although 
not  numerous,  came  mostly  from  outlying  areas 
such  as  Purbrook,  Waterlooville,  Cov/plain  and 
Emsworth.  These  set  yet  another  problem,  as 
they  came  from  new  housing  estates  which  are 
stretching  more  and  more  into  Woodlands  and 
marshy  land.  The  position  is  being  watched 
closely. 
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Although  much  drainage  work  remains  to 
be  done  prior  to  another  breeding  season, 
steady  progress  has  been  made,  taking  into 
consideration  the  appalling  conditions  of 
some  of  the  marsh  land  around  our  coasts.

The  above  quoted  regulations  were  made  under 
the  provisions  of  previous  and  various  shops  acts 
now  consolidated  into  the  1950  Act, but  are  still 
operative  by  virtue  of  this  Act.  There  has  been 
no  new  legislation  during  the  present  year,  but 
there  a.ppears  to  be  every  indication  that  a 
revision  of  the  law  is  imminent.  A probable 
pattern  of  shop  law,  to  include  office  premises 
has  been  promulgated  by  the  Home  Office.  October 
1961  has  been  given  as  a probable  date  for  its 
commencement. 

Whilst  new  legislation  is  obviously  justified 
and  desirable  there  seems  to  be  no  doubt  that  if 
offices  are  included,  the  responsibilities  of 
authorities  will  increase  enormously,  and  additional 
work  will  be  placed  on  all  concerned,  especially 
the  Inspectors. 

Despite  the  extra  work  involved,  I look 
forward  to  new  legislation  because  I feel  it  will 
mean  easier  enforcement  by  more  adequate  definition 
of  what  healthy  and  comfortable  conditions  should 
be  for  the  various  types  of  shops  and  offices. 

Out-of-Door  Inspections. 


Routine  visits  have  been  carried  out  when  time 
has  been  available,  but  the  growth  of  the  district

has  heen  so  rapid  that  most  of  my  time  has  been 
taken  up  with  new  premises  in  this  and  other 
fields. 

It  is  a fact  that  at  the  moment  of  writing 
120  new  shops  are  in  the  course  of  construction 
and  many  more  are  planned.  To  aggravate  this 
situation  an  unusually  large  number  of  shops 
change  hands  annually  - the  number  is  thought 
to  be  as  high  as  one  third  of  the  total,  this 
particularly  applies  to  Hayling  Island  where 
much  of  the  work  is  sea-sonal. 

However,  the  mutual  respect  fostered  over 
the  past  three  yea^rs  between  your  Inspector  and 
the  traders  has  contributed  to  smooth  enforcement, 
and  relatively  fev7  complaints  were  received  of  bad 
conditions  and  unfair  trading. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  regular  visits  to 
shop  premises  do  serve  a very  useful  purpose  and 
ensure  that  tra,ders  are  kept  up  to  date  and  aware 
of  the  provisions  of  the  Act,  and  perhaps  more 
important,  shop  assistants  realise  that  there 
is  on  officer  provided  by  the  Local  Authority 
who  is  vitally  interested  in  their  welfare 
whilst  they  are  at  work. 

The  following  enquiries  are  generally  made 
during  visits 

Weekly  half-holidays. 

Sunday  trading. 

Evening  closing  hours. 

Meal  times  and  rest  periods. 

Toilet  and  sanitary  arrangements. 

Seats  for  female  assistants. 

Heating  and  lighting  facilities. 

Hours  of  employment,  especially  young 
persons. 

The  standard  of  accommodation  in  shops  in 
the  area  generally,  is  reasonably  good. 
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Heating;  Appliances  (Fire  Guards)  Act  1932c 

Tlie  necessary  equipment  for  carrying  out 
duties  under  the  above  Act  has  nov;  been  received 
and  during  the  yea,r  visits  have  been  made  from 
time  to  time  to  the  various  premises  selling 
heating  appliances.  In  three  cases  appliances 
were  found  to  be  defective  and  were  withdrawn 
from  sale  immediatelyo  In  each  case  the 
Cuppliance  was  second-hand  and  the  trader  v/as 
not  aware  that  an  offence  had  been  committed. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  offence  had 
been  committed  in  ignorance  and  the  promise 
that  the  appliance  would  be  v/ithdravm  from 
sale  permanently,  no  further  action  was 
considered  necessary. 

Petroleum. 

The  tendency  by  filling  stations  to  store 
larger  quantities  of  petrol  continues,  and  in 
the  past  year  a large  number  of  tanks  of  small 
capacity  usually  300  or  500  gallons  have  been 
replaced  by  one*s  of  3000  go-llons  capacity. 

In  each  case  the  new  tanks  have  been  tested 
thoroughly  and  encased  in  concrete  and  the 
old  smaller  tanks  have  either  been  removed 
or  filled  with  concrete  in  situ* 

This  tendency  to  store  larger  quantities 
naturally  creates  hazards  and  stricter 
control  must  be  exercised , and  I must  report 
that  generally  garage  and  filling  station 
proprietors  are  most  co-operative  and  try  hard 
to  comply  with  the  conditions  of  licence. 

New  Licences. 


Two  new  filling  stations  have  been  opened 
during  the  present  year  each  storing  12000 
gallons  of  petrol.  In  addition  five  smaller 
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stores  have  been  licensed  these  are  mainly 
cellulose  stores  for  paint  spraying.  In  each 
case  care  has  been  taken  to  see  that  the  store 
has  been  suitably  constructed  and  is  considered 
safe  before  a licence  is  granted • 

The  present  storage  level  of  petrol  and 
petroleum  mixtures  stands  at  177,837  gallons. 

Inspections. 

Regular  inspections  of  garages,  filling 
stations  and  other  smaller  stores  has  continued 
and  an  endeavour  is  made  to  visit  each  store 
at  least  once  each  year,  for  it  has  been  found 
through  the  years  that  neglect  of  even  small 
points  in  the  storage  of  such  a highly  dangerous 
substance  as  petrol  may  well  prove  disastrous. 

Generally  during  visits  checks  were  made 
on  the  conditions  ofs-- 

Vent  pipes. 

No  smoking  notices. 

Safety  switches. 

Rire  fighting  appliances. 

Rlame  proof  lighting. 

Electrical  equipment.

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the  standard 
of  equipment  has  improved  considerably  during 
the  past  year. 

A detailed  site  plan  of  all  stores  large 
or  small  is  now  filed  for  use  in  an  emergency. 

Hackney  Carriage  Byelav/s, 

The  total  number  of  hackney  carriage's 
licensed  to  ply  for  hire  in  this  area  has  been 
maintained  at  35,  which  for  the  present  population 
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v^ould  seem  to  be  adequate*  The  number  of 
drivers  licensed  to  drive  hackney  carriages 
varies  slightly,  but  is  usually  in  the  region 
of  65  to  70. 

Inspections. 

Inspection  of  vehicles  has  been  carried  out 
and  all  vehicles  have  now  been  fitted  with 
approved  taximeters  v/hich  have  been  tested  for 
accuracy  over  the  council’s  measured  mile  situated 
in  Horndean  Road,  Emsworth'. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  since  the 
institution  of  taximeters,  complaints  of  over- 
charging has  almost  ceased  - in  fact  during  the 
whole  of  this  year  only  one  complaint  has  been 
received. 

hue  to  regular  inspections  the  standard  of 
cleanliness  and  mechanical  fitness  has  improved 
considerably. 

'The  service  genera^lly  seems  to  be  working 
quite  well.
